courses outstanding visiting instructors during the Summer 
Quarter. The first half the bulletin devoted descrip- 
tion the courses being offered these twenty departments, 
and the last half given over list the more than six 
hundred courses which they are presenting. 

addition these twenty departments, nineteen other de- 
partments the University are offering several hundred other 
courses. All along the line the program the University 
augmented, but since space this bulletin limited, pos- 
sible only list the work being given departments which 
are inviting their staffs outstanding instructors from other 
universities. the end the description the special work 
being offered the various colleges, however, are listed the 
names the departments the University which are manned 
entirely our own faculty. Complete information about the 
offerings these departments may obtained from the official 
Summer Session announcement. 


College Education 
Fine Arts 


HIs summer courses for advanced students and for experi- 
enced teachers arts will emphasized. Special work 
will offered watercolor painting, design, and organi- 
zation art education. The four members the regular staff 
residence are Professors Payant, Robinson, Walker, and 
Rannells. The visiting professors are Mr. Joseph Wiseltier, 
president the Eastern Arts Association and State Supervisor 
Art Education Connecticut, and Miss Virginia Murphy, 
chairman the Art Department, Erasmus Hall School, 
Brooklyn. Mr. Wiseltier will teach courses the organization 
education and the appreciation art; Miss Murphy will 
teach courses art appreciation and stage design covering 
problems the Little Theatre and educational uses the 
stage. For teachers and those interested problems art 
instruction, special multiple instructor course (F.A. 381) will 
given during the first term. This planned meet the 
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needs teachers and supervisors giving them opportunity 
work out their particular problems through intensive work 
under outstanding specialists the various fields art educa- 
tion. Joseph Wiseltier whose work the organization art 
instruction nationally known, will give two weeks intensive 
work with lectures and laboratory periods organization 
classes, courses, curricula and materials. Professor Alice Robin- 
son, whose special field teacher training, will discuss the best 
methods for use progressive schools. Professor Felix Pay- 
ant will present phases creative teaching art. Miss Vir- 
ginia Murphy whose lectures and classes art appreciation 
have been marked success with teachers art New York, 
will discuss various approaches appreciation art. 

general survey the historical field will given two 
courses, one each term. The first term (F.A. 375) will 
treat classical and medieval achievements and the second 
term (F.A. 376 )of renaissance and modern. These surveys will 
given from the general point view appreciation and 
are intended for teachers and others who are unable take 
the extended courses the regular school year. 

Students who plan residence during the entire quar- 
ter and continue courses the regular University curriculum 
will find courses drawing, design, watercolor painting, and 
theory and practice teaching art. Advanced students who 
wish take further work design watercolor painting 
should register for F.A. 465 which offers opportunity for 
specialization these fields under the direction Mr. Payant 
and Mr. Rannells. These courses offered throughout the quar- 
ter are similar the courses offered during the other three 
quarters the year and carry five hours credit. 


uRING the Summer Quarter special opportunities will 
afforded for the study the history modern education. 

The aim primarily will lead better understanding 
the educational world through aiding the student survey the 
processes the development existing types schools and 
current educational theories and practices. Special attention 
paid the great movements, intellectual, political, and eco- 
nomic, which have most powerfully modified these. The courses 
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afford opportunity for forming more intimate acquaintance- 
ship with the works the educational reformers who have 
most contributed the effectiveness present-day educational 
procedure. addition the required courses (404 and 405) 
conducted members the regular staff special course for 
advanced undergraduates and graduates will conducted 
President Frank Graves the University the State 
New York, author textbooks the history education and 
other well-known books the same field. President Graves’s 
course will offered during the first term. 

The conditions which have contributed the origin and 
development manual training and school education the 
industries will reviewed (607), and opportunity study 
the educational systems the leading countries Europe— 
Germany, France, England, Denmark—will also afforded 
(613 and 614). Professors Anderson and Good, and Assistant 
Professor Eckelberry will residence during the summer. 


Music 


Department Music has been operation for three 

years, and during this period has developed rapidly en- 
rollment, teaching staff, and equipment. While music part 
the summer program antedates several years the formation 
the department, much greater interest and growth its 
offerings has been manifest the past three summers. For the 
summer 1930 more extensive program has been arranged 
than for any previous year. 

The regular teaching staff eleven members during the 
year will this summer enlarged fifteen, including Fried- 
rich Lehmann, professor the theory music the Oberlin 
Conservatory Music, Harry Seitz, director music 
Central High School, Detroit, Alice Keith, broadcasting director 
the American School the Air, New York City, and Doris 
Moore, supervisor class piano instruction the Rochester, 
New York Public Schools. 

total approximately forty courses will offered this 
summer. Thirty these will given the first term and ten 
the second. Courses will divided follows: fourteen 
courses general methods, special methods, and supervision; 
and the rest devoted theory and appreciation music.
